The Pres- 
ident directed the Federal Trade 
commission to investigate; to as- 
certain and report facts bearing on 
alleged violation of the antitrust 
act. and on July $, 1918, the Com- 
mission reported, ““‘We have found 
conclusive evidence that warrants 
an unqualified affirmative.” 

Several! bills were introduced itn 
the Sixty-sixth Congress in the 
Senate and the House, and exten- 
sive hearings held. In the Sen- 
ate there was a bill to create a 
Federal Livestock Commission, 
with furisdiction over the packing 
industry. The Haugen substitute 
for the Senate bill was eventually 
reported. 

Several bills were again intro- 
duced in the Sixty-seventh Con- 
greas. More hearings were granted 
and as a result the Haugen bill 
again was reported. The bill was 
»ractically the same as the Haugen 
substitute in the Sixty-sixth Con- 
gress except that it placed the ju- 
risdiction over the stockyards in 
the Secretary of Agriculture, in- 
stead of in the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, as was provid- 
ed in the Haugen substitute. 
With a few amendments, it finally 
became law about in the same 
form passed by the House. 

The act gives the Secretary the 
power to supervise, -to conduct 
hearings, to require the prodtction 
of books, papers and documentary 
evidence, to require the attendance 
of witnesses, prevent packers 
and stockyards and all persons

English Plum Pudding. 


LUM puddings are far better 
P when mellowed by two weeks’ 

standing, hence this delicacy 
should be made now. It requires one 
pound each of muscatel raisins, sul- 
tana raisins, currants, beef suet, 
bread crumbs and browf sugar, 
three-fourths pound of flour, six 
eggs, one small cup of molagses, in 
which one-fourth teaspoonful of 
soda has been dissolved; one-fourth 
pound -of citron and 
pound candied orange 
small; grated rind of fresh 
one ounce almonds, shredded; 
a grated nutmeg, pinch of salt, one 
teaspoonful cinnamon, half a tea- 
spoonful each of cloves, allspice and 
ginger and half a cup of brandy.

Mix 
the dry ingredients, 
add the molasses and brandy and stir 
the two mixtures together.

They at least ought to muster up 
enough sincerity to cease from hiding behind the 
caricature of George Washington which their vocifer- 
ous alarms have created.

the sewer—should be done ag quickly as possible. 

The extension of the waterworks by the building 
of the new Missouri River plant, for which property 
has been bought, ought to be begun at once. It will 
take seven or eight years to complete the plant as 
planned and by that time the capacity of the existing 
waterworks wiil be inadequate to supply the city 
with water. St. Louis must have an abundant water 
supply. 

The new waterworks will not be a burden on the 
taxpayers. Its bonds will be carried and paid for by 
the water revenues. Voting for waterworks bonds 
wouid be merely approving a sound needed investment

A JAPANESE ON AMERICA. 


(Extracts from “American Justice and Hu- 
manity, as Seen From the Cosmopolitan Point 
of View,” a pamphlet written by Umeshiro Su- 
zuki, member of the House of Representatives 
of the Japanese Diet.) 

In short, one phase of the Amer- 
icanism is the faith in the sacred- 
ness of labor. If there were anything 
in America of which. a man may be 
ashamed of, it is to eat without 
working for it. There is not one 
business man in America who, because 
he has amassed a million or a half- 
million of fortune, is carried awav 
the though of his wealthand indulges 
in spending his time in night revelry 
in questionable houses, in toying with 
curios, having his life history of suc- 
cess printed in a magazine, and is 
proud of himself as we find in Japan. 

In Japan, the system of jisan kin, 
woman bringing fortune to her hus- 
band in marriage, is rather despised, 
but is widely practiced. But in Amer- 
ica there is no such system as the ji- 
san kin. A daughter of a family, how- 
ever rich, when married to a man, is 
expected to work sweating in her brow 
together with her husband in order to 
open new fortunes for themselves and 
by themselves. If her parents should 
die she may inherit the fortunes left as 
a legacy. But ts regarded as an ex- 
tremely despicable thing to receive as- 
sistance from the family of the par- 
ents of the wife. It {s understood that 
in reality such practice is very rare 
in America. 

Speculation tn business ts a proper 

thing to engage, so long as the buai- 
ness system is not destroyed thereby. 
In America, not only business men, but 
also men of various walks of life have 
speculative spirit. Especially the taste 
for speculation in shares has remark- 
ably been socialized. Drivers of auto- 
mobiles, cooks of hotels, teachers of 
schools, newspaper men. anid men of 
other occupations are frequenters of 
the share market. They have sancti- 
fied speculation. Yet they despise 
gambling reore than the people of Eu- 
rope do. The social restraint on lot- 
tery or gambling is very strong in 
America. No matter how popular a 
man may be, tf he should be found out 
as having frequented a gamDling 
place he will at once lose his repu- 
tation. It is a well-known fact that 
Mr. Charles Schwab, a close friend of 
Carnegi+, was socially dishonored be- 
cause it was learned that he visited 
the gambling place in Monaco.

The way in which agreement as to Yap was 
reached was to abate any advantage enjoyed 
there by either of the contracting parties. That 
is, neither Japan nor the United States can 
raise any barriers against the nationals of the 
other country, their properties, enterprises, 
gods, goods, or anything else pertaining to trade 
and residence upon an island.

The man who drew that 
treaty Knew. These articles specifying the 
rights, privileges and exemptions to be enjoyed 
oy the United States read like the millennium: 

(a) Rights of residence without restric- 

tion, and rights of acquisition and en- 
joyment and undisturbed possession, 
upon a footing of entire equality with 
Japan or any other nation or their re- 
spective nationals of all property and 
interests, both personal and real, in- 
cluding lands, buildings, residences, 
offices, works and appurtenances. 

(b) No permit or license to be re- 
quired for the enjoyment of any of 
these rights and privileges. 

(c) Each country to be free to op- 
erate both ends of its cables, either 
directly or through its nationals, in- 
cluding corporations or associations. 

(ad) No cable censorship or super- 
vision of operation or messages. 

(e) Free entry and exit for persons 
and property. 

(ft) No taxes, port, harbor or land- 
ing charges or exactions, either with 
respect to operation of cables or to 
property, persons or vessels. 

(g) No discriminatory police regula- 
tions.

majority of whose members would 
not likely be animated by sentiments 
of affection for Great Britain 
“It will be seen, therefore. that the 
Government of Northern Ireland is 
prepared to accept three out of the 
four proposals put forward by his 
majesty’s Government. The fourth 
proposal it is unable to accept for 
‘the reasons stated. It respectfully 
invites the attention of his majesty’s 
|Government to the alternative sug- 
gestions here submitted. 
| “In conclusion, the Government of 
Northern Ireland desires to express 
its firm conviction that the time has 
not yet arrived when the cause of 
peace in Ireland, which it fervently 
, desires to further by all means in its 
power, can be promoted by establish- 
ing an all-Ireland Parliament. Such 
a Constitution can only come from 


mutual confidences. When the time’ 


for it comes, the provisions of the 
act of 1920 will prove sufficient for 
the purpose of bringing it into ex- 
istence.”’ 

Lloyd George's Reply. 

Premier Lloyd George wrote, on 
Nov. 14: 

“We have received with great re- 
gret your refusal to enter a confer- 
ence unconditionally. To demand as 
between two sets of Ministers of the 
crown preliminary limitation on free- 
dom of discussion is contrary to the 
spirit of mutual loyalty and co-opera- 
tion which animates his majesty’s 
Governments in all parts of the em- 
pire. 

“We regret it the more because 
your counter proposal that Southern 
and Northern Ireland should be con- 
stituted into two separate dominions 
.{s in our judgment indefensible. We 
/are opposed to it in the first place 
|on the ground of broad imperia! 
principle. To create two dominions 
in Ireland, one of 26 and one of six 
| counties, would fundamentally 
change the existing system of im- 
perial organization. 

“The status of dominions, both na- 
tionally and internationally, is based 
upon the gradual amalgamation of 
large territories and scattered col- 
onies in natural units of self-govern- 
ment. We could not reasonably claim 
a place for two Irelands in the as- 
sembly of the League of Nations or 
in the imperial conference. If Ire- 
land is represented in either Institu- 
I tion it must preferably be Ireland as 
a whole or, failing the whole. that 
part which has the largest popula- 
tion and area. 

“To demand the same national and 
international status for such Irish 
| counties separately is a proposal we 
could not reconcile with the em- 
empire's internal and foreign inter- 
| ests. 

“Your proposal would, itn our 
opinion, be equally injurious from a 
\domestic standpoint to the British 
‘Isles, both financially and commer- 
clally. The erection of two sys- 
tems of national government fn these 
islands is sufficiently beset with dif-

“Free debate and actual voting by 
the delegates had no place in the 
proceedings with M. Clemenceau in 
the chair. Altogether, the plenary 
sessions of the Conference on the 
Preliminaries of Peace were a farce. 
To carry through a proceeding of 
this sort required a masterful man 
like M. Clemenceau. President Wil- 
som could never have done it. Even 
his nature, which resents opposition, 
would have found such methods re- 
pugnant to his sense of right and fair 
piay.”’
